Valhalla #1?, 22 July 1969 9 has been a long time coming, and will be 
an even longer time in coming again. About 15 months ago Chris 
Wagner of Strate£jr and Tactions and I embarked on an ambitious project 
-~ a self-supporting diplomacy magazine. Of course, ValhaJLla was to 
serve other functions that just a Diplomacy fanzine. ' Forgone thing, 
Chris wanted to run a number of Reader Service departments that were 
just to bulky for S&T» » . things like opponents wanted listings, and 
a long running directory to aid wargamers in a given area to find 
compatriots. While these departments probably generated most of VaJL T s 
appeal for the general wargamer, they were deadly dull to its editor. 
Typing five or six pages of listings which changed very little, every 
three weeks is a real bore, But it did serve a purpose.., lest 
month ^.IJjajLla finally pickod up enough subscribers to become self- 
sufficient. 

I had another purpose in agreeing to edit Valhalla, I thought that 
by reaching several hundred (I was optomistic) wargamers with a 
magazine that was about $0$ Diplomacy, it would be possible to re- 
cruit more postal Diplomacy players. To that end I carried a blow- 
by-blow analysis of the moves in VaJJs only Diplomacy game, ran a 
listing of most of the current game "openings in other Diplomacy maga- 
zines, and sold bundles of current Diplomacy magazines- to all coiners 
for 600. Sometimes, I gave them away. 

Moreover, I reasoned that most A~H wargamers, even those accustomed 
to PBM play, would be discouraged by postal Diplomacy games that took 
two, three, or four years > and which ran h to 6 weeks between moves. 
I therefore began a series of gsmes in Eagnarok which were streamlined 
as much as possible, which were moderately priced (#3 for the first 
game, §1 for succeeding games), and fast (bi-weekly). Some nine month 
after they began, six Rag games are in progress, several promise to 
end within four months7 and several others are in preparation* 

All in all I doh ? t think things have gone too badly, 

I am, however, in a position whore my time is limited,, For this 
reason there has been no issue of Valha^llg, for some months and for 
this reason, now that S&T have dropped tBeir interests, I do not feel

that I can afford the time that Valj^alla entails. I am therefore 
folding it as a separate magazinFT^Tfc will join Massif, Tr a n t o r n , 
Orthan^c and (soon) Jut land Allies, as a subzine of s^ab* 

This leaves me with some £70 in subscription money outstanding* I 
am therefore offering each subscriber a choice. He can take his 
subscription in sTabs, or he can have a refund* Now, while I think 
sTab is a reasonably good magazine, and others seem to like it too, 
I must point out that it is a Diplom acy magazine* I will have no 
room for the departments which" have taken up so much space in Yal . 
sTab does carry 6 Diplomacy games, a large letter column, and the 
rosters of all postal diplomacy games, as well as occasional other 
bits of madness* It has, in the last year, averaged a little over 
17 pages per ts?i-weekly issue. But it is not a war-gamas magazine. 
Those who wish a refund in preference to sTab may return the enclosed 
form and they will receive their cash promptly. Those who wish to 
wait an issue or so before deciding are free to do so* Those who do 
not reply at all will receive sTab until their subs are expended*
